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Soviet priated propaganda and other Soviet published materials are being 
distributed in the Far Kast, particularly in Chioa, from the Shanghai 
office of Torgpredstvo. (This is in addition to the propaganda efforts 

of TASS, Soviet aewspapers and other Soviet or Soviet supported publi- 
cations in the Far East.) In charge of this activity is Timofei 
Yakovlevish Cheburakov, Soviet Mezhkniga (Mezhdunarodnaya kniga-International 
Book) representative for the Far Hast, whose office is in Torgpredstvo's 
Shanghai office. . This distribution of Soviet printed propaganda and 

other Soviet published materials is technically illegal in that Cheburakov 
in his registration with the Chinese authorities as a Torgpredstvo 
smployee and by his physical location in the offices of Torgpredstvo in 
Shanghai, is aa employee of Torgpredstvo, the official functions of 

wiich are those of trade and export and not the distribution of Soviet 
publications. 


Cheburakov, in his correspondence with various Occidental and Oriental 
officials or firma connected with his work, merely signs his name, with- 
out stating his positlon beneath his signature (except in letters to 
Moscow). This corres»xondence is written on stationery, the heading of 
which is either "Trade Representation of the USSR in China" or "USSR Alle~ 
Union Association ‘Skaportkhleb’ in China". Cheburakov's correspondence 
+o “oscow is signed first by a Torgpredstvo official (director or deputy- 
director) and thea sizaed below this official's name by "T, Cheburakov, 
Senior Supply isan." 


The correspondence from Cheburakov to hezhkniga representatives ia the 
various cities of China is written on stationery, the heading of which 

reads in. Russian "Suyuz Sovetsxikh sotsialisticheskikh Respublik 

fTorgovoys Predstabitelstvo SS v Kitaye" (USSR Trade Kepresentation in 
Ghina). Uorrespoaaence from Cheburakov to Urientals or supposedly Uriental 
enterprises connested with his liezhkniga work is written on stationery the 
heading of which reads first in Russian "Veesoyuznoye Obedinenie ‘Exportknled' 
y Kiteye " (All-Union Association "Exportkhieb" in China} ané beneath thie

Bzyport Agsociation). However, this correspondence from Cheburake~ concerns 
Soviet printed propaganda and other Soviet publications and does not deal 
with trade or export.

kriga'", are written on paper which has the heading "Trade Renresentation of

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is rare, these profits sre usea for defraying mailing costs from Shanghai to 


the various cities, The costal rates from Shanghai to other cities in the 
Far Kast to which.dezhkniga m: terial is sent are sometimes hisher than the 
cost of the publications themselves. Miss anna Assonova, Torgpredstvo 
bookkeeper, keeps the account books for Mezhkniga, These books and the var= 
ious accounts in them are not discussed in the Torgpredstvo office. Although 
accounts are k.pt, Cheburakov is primarily interested in having a record of 
how many books have been distributed and to whom. In his office, Cheburakov 
personally keeps a chert on which he marks vertical lines with variously 


. colored crayons, these lines indicating the amount of distribution of idezhkniga 


material effected by a given representative in a given city. The prices of 
Mezhkniga publications which are sent from Shonghai’ to other cities are the same and_ 
are extremely low; the prices to Chinese visitors are even lower and there are 
many Chinese who receive the materials free of Charge. For example, during June 
1948, Professor P'AN bought 18 books, each of about 180 to 200 pages, and the 
cost of all 18 was only CNC #120,000 (less than US ».50). If these publications 
distriouted by Mezhkniga were sold only as waste paper for pulp, the books 
would bring at least three times the amount for which they are sold as reading 
materizls, The adcressing of most of the packages of printed mceterial sent 

out of Shanghai is done by Mr. Young, 


Trarislation of books or literature is usually accomplished by the TASS News 
agency, which is under the direction of V. N. Hogov. Rogov, who is an expert 
on the Far wast, gives suggestions to Cheburakov regarding Chinese books to 

be sent to, the USSR for printing. TASS has recently printed some books in 
Shanghai. The Shanghai Torgpredstvo office has its own printing press, 
ineluding various kinds of types, among which is Chinese. The printing expert 
is from isoscow. , 


Visitors are privately receivea by Cheburakov alone each day. These visitors 
are trusted Chinese school teachers and professors, \wuite often Mr. Young 
makes personal delivery of materials. Groups of Chinese students visit 
Cheburckov and take many books away with them. Actually Cheburakov spends 
most of his time meeting Chinese in Torgpredstvo and supplying them with | 
various publications. 


Cheburakov and lir, Young get along well together. Young speaks, reads and 

writes excellent iussian. un many occasions he makes his own decisions, 

Young is one of the highest-salaried Chinese employees of the Torgoredstvo 
office. He is in charge of all the hawkers who sell books on the street, most of 
whom receive the books free of charge. A Subject for discussion among local 
Torgpredstvo employees is the fact that some of these hawkers even receive 
Salaries from Torgpredstvo. 


The only ' bookstore in Shanghai to receive Mezhkniga material on a commission 
basis is Koman's Library and Book Store. Other bookstores pay for the 


. publications at a very low cost. Mr. 3. L. Fineland of the Marden Development 


Company, representative of Sovtorgflot in the Far wast, takes care of 
transporting Mezhkniga material to the interior of China. The Commercial 
“xpress and Storage Company of Shanghai, which is also run by Mr. Roman of 
ioman's Library and Book Store, transports books to the interior of China for 
Mezhkniga. 
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
